Or, are you someone who has 
that infamous habitat: enhance- 
ment project to-do list-and does 
not ‘know where to. begin? If 
your answer is yes to any of 
these questions, you aren't 
alone. 

Landowners ‘often want to 
manage their land for wildlife, 
fishing, timber or other recre- 
ational uses. With the ‘easy 
access of an abundance of infor- 
mation today, landowners have 
greatly increased their knowl- 
edge about wildlife and habitat 
management practices. 


However, a problem can occur 
when a landowner applies 
newly learned information to a 
management situation that is not 
applicable for reaching the 
intended goal(s).

Chances are you,d find all of 
these and thousands more topics 
at the Government Documents 
Depository at Enterprise-Ozark 
Community College. 

“EOCC libraries at the 
Enterprise and Ozark Aviation 
Campuses and the Aviation 
Center in Mobile house selected 
government documents for stu- 
dent, faculty, staff, and public 
use,” says Phyllis. Tanner, 
EOCC research libranan, ‘We 
have a selection ‘that ties to 
address the military, agricultur- 
al, and small business interests 
of our particular area, in addi- 
tion to more general selections.” 

The general documents 
contain information on careers, 
business opportunities, con- 
sumer information, health and 
nutrition, legal and regulatory 
information, demographics, and 
numerous other subjects. 

"The collection includes 
hardback books, periodicals, 
videos, CDs, microfiche, and 
documents, but a lot of the print- 
ed documents are going online,” 
says Ms. Tanner.

Forestry assistance is also 
available through the Alabama 
Forestry Commission (APC). 
County foresters are registered

ment plan. The agency also pro- 
vides other services such as pre- 
scribed burning and, firebreak 
construction for a nominal fee. 
For more information regarding 
these programs or other services 
check out the AFC’ website at 
www.forestry.state.al.us; or. to 
find an office near you, check 
the blue pages of your county 
phone book. 

There is also the option to 
hire wildlife, forestry and fish- 
eries consultants. Consultants 
do charge a fee for their servic- 
es and will perform or contract 
out the work if the landowner 
does not want to do it on his or 
her own, To find a consultant in 
your/area, check the local phone 
book or county plat book for 
listings. 

Utilizing these tools will not 
only help you manage your nat-' 
ural resources properly. and effi- 
ciently, it will also save you 
time and money. Remember, 
assistance is just a phone call 
away!
